This is submitted in response to a paper bearing a mailing date of 23 March 2004 in 
which the examiner raised an objection to applicant's reply filed 20 October 2003 as being not 
fully responsive to the prior office action due to failure to identify which ones of the claims 
added to the application in the paper dated 20 October 2003, namely claims 16 through 31, are 
directed to the invention of Group 1, which was elected by applicant for prosecution on the 
merits in applicant's paper dated 1 1 February 2002.
